AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH 
COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING SECTION 8 OF PALM BEACH COUNTY 
ORDINANCE NO. 84-10, AS AMENDED BY ORDINANCE NO. 85-7, AS 
AMENDED BY ORDINANCE NO. 86-2 AND AMENDING SECTION 18 OF 
ORDINANCE NO. 84-10, AS AMENDED BY ORDINANCE NO. 85-7, AS 
AMENDED BY ORDINANCE NO. 86-2, AS AMENDED BY ORDINANCE NO. 

86-17 WHICH PROVIDES FOR THE IMPOSITION OF SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS 
FOR MANDATORY GARBAGE AND WASTE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL WITHIN 
SEVEN (7) MUNICIPAL SERVICE BENEFIT UNITS IN THE UNINCORPORATED 
AREA OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
PROVIDING CERTAIN REQUIREMENTS FOR COLLECTION WHEN NORMAL 
COLLECTION DAYS FALL ON A HOLIDAY AND PROVIDING THAT COMMERCIAL 
PROPERTY ELECTING TO RECEIVE RESIDENTIAL COLLECTION SERVICE 
SHALL BE SUBJECT TO THE SAME PROVISIONS REGARDING PROCEDURES 
FOR BILLING, PAYMENT AND IMPOSITION OF LIENS FOR DELINQUENT 
BILLS THAT APPLY TO RESIDENTIAL UNITS, AND ALSO MAKING OTHER 
AMENDMENTS FOR THE EFFICIENT AND EFFECTIVE IMPLEMENTATION OF 
SUCH ORDINANCES, PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT, 
SEVERABILITY, INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES AND 
AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, it is appropriate to provide under Palm Beach County's 
Mandatory Garbage and Waste Ordinances that if a normal collection day 
falls on a holiday, then service will be provided on the next working 


business day, and |

WHEREAS, under the existing provisions of said Ordinances j 


commercial properties are permitted to elect for residential collection 
curb-side service, and 

WHEREAS, there are no practical or effective enforcement 
procedures that are presently authorized against commercial units for 
such service, and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary to apply those same enforcement 
provisions that apply to residential units to those commercial properties 
electing residential collection service since removal of the smaller 
containers is not practicable for the normal residential curb-side 
service as opposed to the larger mechanical containers that commercial 
properties would otherwise be required to use for collection services, 
and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary to make other amendments to such 
Ordinances for the efficient and effective implementation of said 


Ordinances. 
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NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
:OMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA AS FOLLOWS: 

>art I - Section 8, Annual Garbage and Waste Collection; Special 
assessment of Ordinance No. 84—10, as amended by Ordinance No. 85—7, as 
imended by Ordinance 86-2, is hereby amended as follows: 

SECTION 8. ANNUAL GARBAGE AND WASTE COLLECTION. 

SPECIAL ASSESSMENT: 

There is hereby imposed an annual special assessment for the 
:ollection and disposal of garbage and waste on all residential units 
within the benefit unit. The amount of such special assessment for such 
>arbage and waste collection and disposal shall be the rate established 
js provided herein. Subsequent to the certification of the Assessment 
loll by the Property Appraiser of Palm Beach County pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 193.122 or Section 197.0134, Florida Statutes, the 
Board and the Tax Collector or other Board designee shall obtain a copy 
of the Assessment Roll from the Property Appraiser covering all taxable 
properties in Palm Beach County as reflected on the records of the 
Property Appraiser. Thereafter the Project Manager or other Board 
designee shall cause to be prepared an independent file or roll which 
shall contain those residential units, including those propeseiesT as 
(rovided by the Property Appraiser, which are subject to the special 
issessment described herein. Such independent file or roll shall contain 
jufficient detail to permit ready identification of such unit consistent 
7 ith detail contained on the assessment roll provided by the Property 
Appraiser. On or before the first day of January, prior to each service 
^ear, or as soon thereafter as the said Assessment Roll may come into the 
lands of the Board and the Tax Collector or other Board designee and 
:ompletion of the independent file or roll prepared by the Project 
lanager or other Board designee and the amount of revenues necessary to 
fund the collection of garbage and waste within the benefit units has 
3 een determined, the Board shall hold a public hearing to adopt a rate 
resolution incorporating a schedule of the annual collection special 
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ass6ssni6nts to be imposed upon the owners of all residential units in the 
benefit units. Such schedule shall provide sufficient revenues to fund 
the collection of garbage and waste within the benefit units. 

Notice of the public hearing on the rate resolution shall be 
published by the Clerk of the Circuit Court acting as the Clerk of the 
Board once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks in a newspaper of 
general circulation prior to the public hearing. Said public hearing may 
be continued to a date certain without the necessity of further newspaper 
advertisement or public notice. 

Part II - Section 18, Responsibilities of Franchisee and Customer for 
Garbage and Waste Collection, of Ordinance No. 84-10, as amended by 
Ordinance No. 85-7, as amended by Ordinance No. 86-2, as amended by 
Ordinance 86-17, is hereby amended as follows: 

SECTION 18. RESPONSIBILITIES OF FRANCHISEE AND CUSTOMER FOR 
GARBAGE AND WASTE COLLECTION: 

The franchisees shall collect from, and customers shall provide 
for collection, as follows: 

A. Residential Units: Twice per week collection at the curb, 
(within six feet) or closest accessible public right of way, the customer 
shall be allowed unlimited pickup provided all garbage and waste is 
properly containerized in containers approved by the franchisee, not to 
exceed thirty-two (32) gallons, or in sealed plastic bags or tied 
bundles, not exceeding four (4) feet in length. No aforedescribed 
container, bag or bundle may exceed fifty (50) pounds in weight. Ingress 
and egress on private roads must be provided by the customer. However, 
if said private road is inaccessible, the customer's containers shall be 
placed on the closest public right-of-way that is accessible to the 
authorized franchisee but as not to obstruct motor vehicle traffic or 
pedestrian passage or surface storm drainage. In addition, upon request 
by the owner of a residential unit, the franchisee shall provide for a 
separate, scheduled pickup of junk, as defined herein, and such service 
shall be unlimited as to quantify, size and weight, however, it shall be 
placed at the curb and shall not include vehicles, vehicle component 
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parts or liquid waste. Further, the junk shall be disassembled, if 
possible, prior to pickup by the franchisee. The franchisee shall 
schedule the pickup of said unlimited junk within seventy-two (72) hours, 
exclusive of weekends and holidays, of being requested by the owner of a 
residential unit for such service. Additionally, each franchisee shall 
also provide bulk garden trash collection service within fourteen (14) 
days of being requested by the owner of a residential unit. Residents 
should call the residential franchisee for processing information and 
pickup schedule prior to placing such bulk items at the curb. No 
commercially generated garbage, waste, junk or bulk garden trash will be 
collected by the residential franchisee. The pickup of unlimited junk 
and bulk garden trash as provided herein, shall be included in the annual 
special assessment imposed herein, without any additional assessment, 
service charge, fee or tax to be imposed by the Board or franchisee for 
such service. If a noirmal collection day falls on a holiday, then 
service shall be provided for on the next working business seheduied 
piekup day .T”if*“Sdd±Pi©B-€e-n©rmai-e©iieePienT The franchisee shall 
at least three (3) days written notice to its customers of such 

next day service. 

B. Commercial Property: A minimum of once per week service is 
required of all customers, however, where garbage, as defined herein, is 
generated a minimum of twice per week, collection is required. Such 
service shall be provided by mechanical container as defined herein. 
However, where a customer generates one cubic yard or less per week of 
garbage and waste, alternate non-mechanical containers may be utilized. 
Customers generating one cubic yard or less per week shall be charged at 
the minimum cubic yard rate as established; however, commercial property 
consisting of at least one dwelling unit may utilize non—mechanical 
containers if such property elects to receive the same type of collection 
service provided residential units, but in the event of such election the 
customer shall be charged by the designated commercial franchisee the 
same service charge rate and in the same manner, including those 
provisions under Sections 10 and 11 of this Ordinance regarding 
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procedures for billing> payment, and imposition of liens for 
delinquent bills, for each dwelling unit comprising the commercial 
property that residential units billed by the residential franchisee are 
subject to within the district in which the commercial property is |

located. Such residential service shall not affect the obligation of the j 

designated commercial franchisee to collect from such property. The size 
of the mechanical container and the frequency of collection, unless 
residential service is elected as provided herein, shall be determined 
between the customer and the franchisee except as specified herein. 

However, size and frequency shall provide that no garbage and waste need 
be placed outside the mechanical container. Storage capacity shall be 
suitable for the amount of garbage and waste generated by the customer. 

Franchisee shall provide mechanical containers as necessary, however, 
customers may acquire their mechanical container from any source provided 
that the source or customer is completely responsible for its maintenance

in accordance with the minimum requirements stated herein. Such i 

mechanical containers shall be of a type that can be serviced by the

franchisee’s equipment. If a normal collection day falls on a holiday, j 

then service shall be provided on the next working business seheduied j 

piekup day. The franchisee shall 

give at least three (3) days’ written notice to its customers of 

such next day service. 

REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated

area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provisions of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed. 

SEVERABILITY 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 
this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be

unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect the j 

remainder of this ordinance. 

INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES 
The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. 
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The Sections of the ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to 
accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," 
"article," or any other appropriate word. 

EFFECTIVE DATE 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 
receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
